The Carpenter and 
The College Graduates 


Does education educate? This 
pointed question was asked and an¬ 
swered under singular circumstan¬ 
ces at a banquet recently held in 
London, England. A man who had 
never made a speech in his life 
addressed a gathering of college 
graduates, and made a hit. The ar¬ 
ticle dealing with this was pub¬ 
lished from the pen of Alexander e 
Irvine in the ‘Teacher's World” 
and reprinted in Public Opinion. 

It is as follows. 

About one hundred and fifty 
students, who had Just received 
their degrees, met for a final din¬ 
ner, before they separated to go . 
into various parts of the world, 
probably never to meet again. They 
had been so surfeited with digni¬ 
fied drivel during the four years 
at college that they'decided to omit 
the address at the final function. 

Of two hundred professors there 
was one man whose criticism of 
college addresses was well known. 
He had never/made an address in 
his life, and it was suggested, more 
as a Joke than with any serious 
intent, to Invije him to delivef 
the address. If they had imagined 
for a moment that he would ac¬ 
cept the invitation he never would 
have been asked. He accepted, 
however, and th'e committee decid¬ 
ed to let the class grin and bear it. 

The dinner took place in one 
of the world's greatest hotels. The 
banqueting hall w.as known far and 
wide for its artistic arrangements 
and luxurious furniture. The young 
men were dressed in conventional 
evening dress. Most of them cap¬ 
tains of Industry. During the course 
of the dinner there .was a good 
deal of Joking and some speculat¬ 
ion about the professor’s address. 
When- the dinner was over the 
chairman rapped for order and in¬ 
troduced the speaker. 

"Gentlemen,” he began. "I have 
never made a speech in my life, 
and I don't intend to begin now. 

1 have something to say, however, 
and in saying it I will follow Luth¬ 
er's three-fold rule; ‘Stand up 
stralghtly, speak out boldly, and 
sit down quickly.’ 

”We are in one of the famous 
banqueting halls of the world. Bel¬ 
shazzar's Hall compared to this was 
a lodging on the third floor back. 
No-such art existed in those days 
as we see about this room. No 
such viands graced his board. What 
was there, was elegant for that 
day. but we live in another age, 
an age ol art, nrtcraftmaoship and 
luxury. Frt)m the lowest form of 
day labour to the highest form of 
art, we have nround us samples of 
at least a hundred forms of human 
work. 

"Take this tablecloth, to begin 
with. It is of most ex(|Uisite work¬ 
manship. It involves weaving- - 
to go no further back bleaching, 
.smoothing, designing. It is a da¬ 
mask line, beautiful and most 
pleasing.to the eye. I want to ask 
you a question: Is there anyone 
here who knows from personal ex¬ 
perience anything about the labour 
involved? Have any of you ever 
contributed any labour to the man¬ 
ufacturing of table linen? I am 
serious, gentlemen. If any of you 
have, I would like him 'to saj: so. 


There was absolute silence. I un¬ 
derstand then, he continued, that 
the making of such a thing is be¬ 
yond your ken. 

“Let me draw your attention to 
the samples of pottery here. Surely 
the men and women who produce 
such beautiful- things are artists. 
What a Joy it must be for a man 
to hold such a thing in his hand 
—-complete— and say, ‘I made it!’ 
Many forms of labour are Involved 
here, also—the digging of clay, the 
carting, fashioning, painting, burn¬ 
ing, baking, and finishing. If there 
is a man here who has ever touch¬ 
ed this form of labour, let him an- 
sw-er. No one! 

"There are samples of the most 
exquisite, and I know, costly, cut 
glass. Tlia-t.,.iilsu._.inj: 9 lves much 
labour and great art. It is a un¬ 
ique industry in itself. I will not 
detail the process; we see the re¬ 
sult, but the various forms of la¬ 
bour involved are practically un¬ 
known to us. I would be rather 
surprised to find a man among you 
who had ever touched this indus¬ 
try at any angle.” . 

In this way he went over the 
silver, dwealt rather lengthily on 
Ihe subject of mining and the life, 
of a miner. Nothing escaped his 
notice. Ho drew attention to the 
carpet and rugs on the floor, to the 
curtains and drapery of the great 
windows, to the mural decorations, 
e.xecuted by the greatest living 
mural painter. There was a rich 
fresco around the room. He called 
attention to it. When he had gone 
over most of the things in the room 
he turned again to the table. 

"There ore cut flowers here, he 
said, 'Most of you spent years in 
the study of botany, but I dem’t 
think any of you would undertake 
to give us a complete classification 
of what we see and enjoy on the 
table.’ There was a disposition to 
laugh, but he w iped the smile from 
every face around the table by 
quietly saying ’Perhaps you are 
be congratulated that you are 'at 
an age when a- sense of humor 
covers a multitude of sins, but per¬ 
sonally I cannot enjoy that which 
gives me pain.' 

"I am a representative univer¬ 
sity man, .seriously asking myself, 
and you, whether the system we 
call education educates? The si¬ 
lence oecame oppressive. The men 
were thinking. > 

. “Perhaps.” he continued. "I 
should have put vou more at ease 
hy Idling you at the beginning that 
I have never experienced the Joy 
of fashioning articles with my own 
hands. Nor anything useful for 
that matter. Here we are. then, a 
group of men on whom a univer¬ 
sity has put Its stamp. We pn-iduca 
nothing we eat. we could not ever! 
lend a hand in the making of any¬ 
thing we see around us. and truth 
com|»els me to venture the suggest¬ 
ion that In nlnety-nln<* cases of a 
hundred Ihe chief motive of a col¬ 
lege education Is to escape actual 
participation In Just such work as 
has given' or ought to give joy to 
the worker, 

"A tim^-keeper performs a use¬ 
ful function, 30 does a cash regis¬ 
ter, but the function of education 


Is not to.turn out tlme-keeiiers or 
cash registers. It has been truly 
.said that if ten Bachelors of Art 
were wrecked in mid-ocean they 
could not build a pontoon to save 
their lives! They would be equally 
helpless in any critical emergency 
where practical knowledge of the 
oVdinary things around us was im¬ 
peratively necessary. A statement 
of the problem is not a solution, 
and we do not gain much by stat¬ 
ing that the system is not to blame 
and-we are not. 

“You certainly are not to blame. 
You are the victims of whatever 
sj'stems we have. I ccipot say that 
I o ni Klameless. I do^not believe 
that a smattering of languages, of 
mathematics, and history is edu¬ 
cation. I believ? the system of 
cramming these things to pass an 
examination is pernicious. So hav¬ 
ing been asked for the first time 
in my life to make an address, I 
made it. an opportunity to enter 
my protest. 

"Education is to prepare and 
equip for the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of life—n«t to turn out 
industry and commercial bosses, 
gaffers, time-keepers and cosh 
registers. I would hardly be Jus¬ 
tified in taking up your time with 
these observations alone. .So, in 
addition, I want to say this: "Most 
of you are destined to be masters 
of men., You will organize 'and 
mobilizb their labour, you will 
oversee it. 

"When you see men around you 
nctunlly creating beautiful things 
with their hands. iZ-^ould like you 
to remember that it was my opin¬ 
ion that acrti.tl labour in the arts

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GOOD TIMES 

ITNDOUBTEDLY the excellent achievement of 
^ taxpayera in their payment of municipal taxes 
is a direct reflection of good farm prices and good 
town business. When 96% or 96% of current levy is 
paid, and when there is substantial reduction in out¬ 
standing arrears the countryside must be prosper,- 

_ This is the record of munic^tal districts of this 
area in the peat few years. Even though taxes are 
increasing they are being paid alitiost 100% because 
the people have the money. Moreover the public is 
well schooled in the importance of keeping tax pay¬ 
ments up, and avoiding the painful experience of 
falling into arrears. 

Good times in past decades were not always ac¬ 
companied by the .same conscientious attitude to¬ 
ward municipal obligations that is evident today. 
There were prosperous periods on the farms and 
consequently in the towns and such periods carried 
with them the illusion that times would grow better 
and better, and taxes were something that could be 
ignored for a spell with no harm resulting. Or unex¬ 
pected misfortune may have made prompt payment 
impossible. But along came the unanticipated reces¬ 
sion with prices on all primary products sharply 
cut. And for many a farmer the difficulty of oper¬ 
ating on half of the former farm revenue was ag¬ 


gravated by an overhang of tax debt from former 
years. Possibly administrative bodies had grown ex¬ 
pansive too, ^hout figuring on the probability not 
only of a rainy day but a whole rainy season. 

This was an expensive lesson for the individual 
and for municipal councils. One would Judge from 
the taxpaying records of current good years that the 
lesson has been well learned. Most people have a 
very lively fear of debt, and, given the earning abil¬ 
ity, they steer clear of obligations that are justifled 
only by the assurance that happjr days are here for¬ 
ever. This is evident not only to taxpaying efforts, 
but also in payment of mortgages and such out¬ 
standing debts. ' - 

It is true that tax demands have been rising stead¬ 
ily. This is due to consderable. extent to increaaln'g 
requisitions made upon the counciis for eduaation 
and hospital services. It is also due to the insistem-u 
on belter roads and road maintenance on the pairt of 
taxpayera. During the good years the taxpayer does 
not seem so concerned over the amount of his tax 
bill. But he should have assurance that he is getting 
full value for his money, in the schools, the hospitals 
the roadwork and all services for which he is being 
taxed. 

Compared with depression years munkipal coun¬ 
cils of today have a large revenue coming in. They 
can account for every penny ol expenditure, and 
have given on the whole excellent administration. If 
the day comes when they must retrench, they will 
no doubt be equal to the task, just as their predeces¬ 
sors on the councils of the early thirties met their 
crisis. And what a crisis that was! Costs for rriief 
which are now practically Uon-existent, were a very 
heavy drain on revenue, and these had to be met 
with as great humanity as possible, but without 
ruining those who were sacriflcing g^reatly to keep 
their taxes paid. Road work was held to a minimum 
and cost of educational services was but a fraction 
of the demand of today. 

The warning of agricultural leaders is “Be pre¬ 
pared. Do not go too deeply in debt.” And that 
warqjng is primarily for the ratepayers who demand 
services justifled by good times, but whose demands 
should not force municipal councils to over-spending. 

Even in the halcyon forties it is well to keep in 
mind the lessons of the depressing thirties.

and crafts and industries is an in¬ 
finitely nobler contribution to the 
happiness of mankind than clip¬ 
ping coupons and living on the 
sweat of other men's brows. 

"It will not comd in our day, but 
the world will ultimately come to 
understand that the training of the 
hand Is as necessary as the train¬ 
ing of the body. Why should it be 
considered an unthinkable thing 
that a blacksmith or a carpenter 
should need an education? Why 
should college men consider it de¬ 
grading to handle tools and make 
useful and beautiful things? 

"Why should a University perpet¬ 
uate such a revolt against Nature 
In which the man who does no use¬ 
ful work at all Is considered a gen¬ 
tleman, and the creator of wealth 


and beautiful things should be con¬ 
sidered low caste in Anglo-Saxon 
civilization. 

"1 want to point out to yoi(||.hat 
the highest form of culture and re¬ 
finement known to mankind was 
ultimately associated with labour 
and tools. In order to do that I 
must present to you a picture, im¬ 
aginative, but in accord with the 
facts of history and experience.

M hen Hitler turned Turk against his part¬ 
ner in crime it was Britain that went to 
Russia’s assistance furnishing her with a 
lot of material and provisions to help make 
up the deficiency caused by Russia’s ship¬ 
ment of such supplies to Germany.

.And wliat al)out cereal seed-? 
Many aotairafc records of life-s])an 
or longevity of eercal seeds are a\ :ii!- 
able. These .show that in ordinary 
storage, especially in drier climates, 
the life-span of many cereal seeds 
Vceceds 15 years. Pcreival, the gri'at 
English botanist, found that wheat 
stored in bottles after artificial 
drying gave 16 per cent germination 
after 25 years of storage. This 
is the greatest autlientie life-.span 
known for wheat.

The following information re¬ 
garding termination deadlines for 
dental treatment provided veter¬ 
ans at DVA expense has been is¬ 
sued by the DVA supervising den¬ 
tist: , 

'1. For veterans discharged disect 
from the forces to civvy street, 
dental treatment must be com¬ 
menced within one year of dis¬ 
charge and such treatment must 
be terminated within one year of 
its commencement. . 

2. For veterans on Class III 
treatment (ordinary,, which has 
i)een authorized to commence with¬ 
in 365 days of discharge) dental 
treatment must terminate within 
one year of the commencement of 
Class III treatment, whether med¬ 
ical or dental. 

.. For vocational trainees, den¬ 
tal treatment must terminate not 
later than the end of entitlement 
to training grants. 

4. For university trainees* where 
dental treatment has been started 
prior to May 1st, 1948, It may be 
carried to finality during vacation, 
if the .veteran is returning for the 
ne.xt university term under DVA 
grants. Where applications are re¬ 
ceived during the vacation period, 
only emergency work will be sup¬ 
plied until definiter assurance is 
forthcoming that the veteran will 
again be attending- university un¬ 
der training grants. 

Where training grants terminate 
on or' before May 1st. 1948, dental 
treatment must not continue be¬ 
yond the entitlement period. *
